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The Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede is a non-profit Corpo¬ 
ration which leases Stampede 
Park and plant from the City of 
Calgary, for $1.00 per year for 
the purpose of conducting the 
annual Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede and its related opera¬ 
tions, particularly stressing 
sports, youth and agricultural ac¬ 
tivities. 

The Directors of the Stampede 
are not and cannot under the 
By-Laws of the Stampede be paid 
in any form for their services. 
Dividends cannot be paid to 
shareholders and the shares can¬ 


not appreciate in value. Shares 
cannot be held by persons who 
reside outside the Province of Al¬ 
berta or in the Estates of de¬ 
ceased shareholders. 

The revenue earned by the 
Stampede on its operations can 
be spent only on improvements 
and additions to the park and 
plant, all of which would revert 
to the City of Calgary upon the 
expiry of the lease.

Stampede 1977 marked the culmination of a year in which many of the changes wrought in 
1976 congealed to produce another extremely triumphant Stampede. 

Volunteers and staff worked earnestly throughout the year to successfully maintain the high 
level of public acceptance we enjoyed in 1976.

Every year is the best year at 
the Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede and 1977 was no ex¬ 
ception. 

In 1977 we had it all. His 
Royal Highness Prince Charles, 
his brother Prince Andrew, seven 
Indian Chiefs in full regalia and 
32 Mounties in red teamed up

Canada’s Conklin Shows, so 
well-received by Stampede vis¬ 
itors in 1976 returned with more 
rides to a midway redesigned to 
improve pedestrian flow. Adding 
a new twist to the fair business 
in North America, the Calgary 
Stampede became the first ever 
to stage an all-night ride-a-thon. 
At midnight July 9th the gates to 
Stampede Park swung open to 
some 58,000 of the "young-at- 
heart” for eight hours of swirling 
rides and free rock concerts. 


Revelstoke Acres, the newly- 
developed show ring adjacent to 
the Elbow River in the northeast 
corner of Stampede Park featured 
twice-daily Timber Shows, ag¬ 
riculture and sports exhibits and 
rock concerts.

Notes to Financial Statements 

SEPTEMBER 30, 1977 

1. Significant accounting policies 
Equity 

The stampede is a non-profit organization and under its by-laws, dividends cannot be paid and its shares cannot appreciate in value. 

Inventories 

Inventories are valued at the lower of cost and net realizable value. 

Fixed assets 

Fixed assets were valued at depreciated replacement cost in accordance with appraisals made in 1965. Subsequent additions are 
valued at cost. The difference of $8,241,892 between the appraised value and the book value at the appraisal date is shown in the 
balance sheet as "Surplus arising from appraisal of fixed assets”. 

The fixed assets, for which title is vested in the City of Calgary, are used by the Stampede under a long term lease expiring in the 
year 2011. 

Depreciation is calculated on a straight-line basis at rates designed to amortize the capitalized value of the assets over the lesser of 
their estimated useful lives or the term of the lease. 

Grants 

Grants received by the Stampede are accounted for as follows: 

i) Grants to assist the financing of capital assets are included in equity as "Contributions for facilities”. 

ii) Grants not specifically intended for capital acquisitions are included in income. 

2. Western Canada Lottery (Alberta) Division 

The Stampede is a participant in a partnership formed for the purpose of conducting and operating a continuing lottery in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of the Western Canada Lottery Foundation. Under the terms of the partnership agreement, which was 
amended on November 19, 1976, the net profits of the lottery are to be divided in accordance with the Interprovincial Lottery 
Licence issued annually by the Province of Alberta. The partnership’s year end is July 31, 1977 and the Stampede’s share of the net 
profits to that date is included in the accompanying statement of operations.

The bank loan is collateralized by a demand note which bears interest at 1% above the prime bank rate. During the year the 
Stampede made prepayments of $1,400,000 in excess of the minimum required annual principal instalments on the bank loan. Long 
term debt repayments required during the four years subsequent to September 30, 1978 are as follows: 1979 — $125,853; 1980 — 
$135,247; 1981 — $345,505; and 1982 — $556,392. 

4. Employees’ Retirement Pension Fund 

The Stampede has a pension plan which is available to all eligible employees. Pension expense charged to operations was $109,124 
in 1977. The latest actuarial valuation of the pension plan indicated that an excess of obligations over assets of approximately 
$48,000 existed, due mainly to the planned reduction in normal retirement age. Contributions by the Stampede have been increased 
commencing in 1977 to fund this obligation over the next five year period. 

5. Comparative amounts 

Certain of the 1976 amounts on the statement of operations have been reclassified to conform with the presentation adopted in 1977.

Notes to Schedule of Racing Operations 


SEPTEMBER 30, 1977 




1. Grandstand 

Annua] direct operating expenses of the Grandstand facilities are allocated to racing operations based on the actual number of 
racing days in the year applied to the daily average direct operating costs of the Grandstand. 

2. Grants 

The Province of Alberta rebates to the Stampede, for general operating purposes, an amount equal to 1 % of the gross handle from 
racing operations. This rebate is included in the statement of operations in "Grants”. 


3. Racing allocations 

To preserve the accountability for each department within the Stampede, certain revenues and expenses which may be considered as 
being related to racing have been included in the statement of operations in other accounts. These amounts have been reclassified in 
the accompanying schedule of racing operations on the following bases: 

i) Food Services and Concessions — by applying the annual gross margin percentages from these operations to the actual gross 
revenues earned during the racing days. 

ii) Interest and depreciation — by applying the ratio of the number of people attending racing to the total annual attendance at 
Grandstand activities to the actual interest and depreciation on racing plant.
